The claim limitation (in claims 5 and 7) "means for adjustably pivoting" uses the phrase 

"means for" or "step for", but it is modified by some structure, material, or acts recited in the 
claim. It is unclear whether the recited structure, material, or acts are sufficient for performing 
the claimed function which would preclude application of 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph, 
because the means plus function claim language is modified by recited structure and material for 
performing the claimed fiinction (see claim 5, lines 23-43 and claim 7, lines 23-32). 

If applicant wishes to have the claim limitation treated under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth 
paragraph, applicant is required to amend the claim so that the phrase "means for" or "step for" 
is clearly not modified by sufficient structure, material, or acts for performing the claimed 
function. 

If applicant does not wish to have the claim limitation treated under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth 
paragraph, applicant is required to amend the claim so that it will clearly not be a means (or step) 
plus function limitation (e.g., deleting the phrase "means for" or "step for"). 

This could be corrected by changing the terminology "means for adjustably 
pivoting" to (an adjustable pivoting mechanism).
